The Great Northern officials say that 
they hope to have their trains running 
before morning. 

The Southern Pacific road, which is 
also a sufferer from the effects of the 
storm, is making a great effort to re- 
open traffic, but has only partially suc- 
ceeded.

OLEO AND “CHINKS.” 
SOMETHING DOING WITH HANNA. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] There is going to he 
very little delay in getting the Chinese 
Exclusion Bill before the Senate for 
consideration. There is now before the 
Senate, as reguiar order of business, a 
bill to punish those who attempt to take 
the life of the President, and that will 
come up from day to day until disposed 
of. After this bill the next two bilis in 
importance are bills for Chinese exclu- 
sion and the Oleomargarine Bill. 

The Senate Steering Committee had 
a meeting today and decided that as 
soon as the bill for the protection of 
the President is disposed of, the Oleo- 
margarine Bill shall be taken up, and 
after that the Chinese bill will: be made 
the regular order of business. It will 
take, under this programme, about 
three weeks, at least, for the Senate to 
pass the Chinese Exclusion Bill. Pos- 
sibly, by that time, the House will have 
passed its exclusion bill, so that the 
conference between the two houses may 
commence at once and the bill be finally 
passed and sent to the President for 
signature before May 1. 

In connection with the Chinese Ex- 
clusion Bill, R. P. Schwerin, general 
manager of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, has arrived here to fight that 
part of the ill that prevents the em- 
ployment of Chinese persons on Ameri- 
can ships.

CUBAN RECIPROCITY 
SCORES A VICTORY. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 


ASHINGTON, March 18.-—The 
advocates of Cuban reciproctsy 
scored a decisive victory tonight 
at the conference of Republican mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, 
the proposition of Chairman Payne of 
the Ways and Means Committee, for 
a 2 per cent. reduction of duty, with 
the Sibley amendment limiting the 
duration of the reduced rates to De- 
cember 1, 1993, being adopted by a 
vote of 85 yeas to 31 nays. 

This resu't was reached at 11:30 
o'clock, after a protracted debate, fol- 
lowed by a series of exciting ro!l 
callie. The first -test was when Mr. 
Payne concluded the speech-making 
with a motion for the previous ques- 
tion on all pending propositions. This 
motion prevailed by 78 to 56. 

A vote was then taken on a subeti- 
tute offered by Representative Dick of 
Ohio, in behalf of those opposing the 
reciprocity plan, offering in its stead 
a plan of-direct payment to Cuba cov- 
ering several years. This was de- 
feated by 57 to 75. 

An amendment by Mr. Morris of In- 
diana to take off the differential on 
refined cougar was defeated, by 50 to 
72. 

The Ways and Means Committee's 
proposition for réeiprocity, with the 
Sibley amendment limiting its dura- 
tion, Was agreed to by 85 to 31. 

While the voting was in progress, 
quite a number of those who oppose 
the Ways and Means plan left the 
chamber. 

When the conference met about one 
hundred and forty members were tn 
attendance, including Speaker Hender- 
son, Chairman Payne of the Ways and 
Means Committee, and others who 
have figured prominently in the con- 
test. Chairman Payne made a state- 
ment of the difficulties encountered 
by the arbitration conference which 
had been seeking for several days to 
bring the two elements together. He 
frankly confessed that nothing had 
been accomplished, as each side had 
adhered firmly to its original posi- 
tion. Mr. Payne said the proposition 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
was now in effect that presented by 
Mr. Sibley at the last conference, 
namely, for 20 per cent. reciprocity 
limited to December, 1993. 

Representative Dick of Ohio, one of 
the conferces of the element opposing 
the Ways and Means Committee, con- 
curred with Mr. Payne that no prog- 
ress had been made by the arbitrating 
body toward reaching a solution. At 
the same time, Mr. Dick said, he was 
still hopeful of an ultimate agreement, 
and he urged deliberation in action tn 


W 


order that harmony might prevail ‘tn 


the end. Mr. Dick closed by presenting 
resolutions representing the views of 
the conferees who had represented the 
element opposing the Ways and Means 
Committee, as follows: 
“Resolved, That it is the sense of 


this’ conference that the Committee on 
Ways and Means be directed to report 
to the House a bill for the relief of 
Cuba substantially embodying the fol- 
lowing -provisions: 

“That the President be authorized to 
enter into a commercial agreement with 
the government of Cuba when the same 
shall have been established, whereby, 
on account of the relations which have 
existed between the United States and 
Cuba since 1898, and in consideration of 
such reduction of duties as shall be 
satisfactory to the President on gooda, 
wares and merchandise, the growth or 
product of the United States imported 
into Cuba, he shall agree to pay each 
year for three years to the government 
of Cuba a sum of money equal to 20 
per cent. of the duties collected and 
paid into the Treasury of the United 
States on goods, wares and merchan- 
dise, the growth of the product of the 
island of Cuba imported into this 
country.” 

In support of these resolutions, Mr. 
Dick submitted a formal statement for 
his side. 

Representative Lacey of Iowa sup- 
ported the Ways and Means proposi- 
tion. 

Representative Hepburn of Iowa 
made a somewhat satirical speech as to 
the relief which the proposed reciproc| 
plan would give to Cuba. 

The speaking became general, Mr. 
Boutelle of Iilinois, Mr. Sibley of Penn- 
syivania, Mr. Morris of Minnesota, Mr. 
Littlefield of Maine, and Mr. Burke of 
South Dakota speaking on various 
phases of the question. 

Mr. Payne brought the discussion to 
a close with an earnest plea for the 
support of the recfprocity proposition 
and a motion that the previous ques- 
tion be ordered on all pending ques- 
tions. This brought the question to a 
decisive issue rather unexpectedly, and 
the voting began amid considerable ex- 
citement. The several roll calls re- 
suited as already stated. 

Immediately after the vote on the 
main issue the conference adjourned, 
and the long-pending controversy ovér 
Cuban reciprocity was determined, so 
far as the Republican conference was 
concerned, although it still remains to 
be dealt with by the House, 

The Payne resolution, as adopted to- 
night, gives the general form of a bill, 
authorizing the President to negotiate 
a commercial agreement with Cuba for 
reciprocal and equivalent concessions 
by which the rates of duty shall be 
reduced at least 20 per cent. ad valorem 
on all articles imported from Cuba into 
the United States. It also provides 
that the United States immigration 
and exclusion laws shall be enacted by 
the government of Cuba as a prelim- 
inary to reciprocity. The Sibley amend. 
iment, which is adopted as a part of 
the Payne resolution, recites that the 
ceanipe 20 per cent. shail be “lim-

MISSION INDIAN COMMISSION. 
GETS SMALL ALLOWANCE. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The Senate Committee 
of Indian Affairs has decided to ap- 
propriate only $1000 for the expenses of 
the commission of five to select lands 
for Mission Indians, now ecccupying 
Warner's ranch ip San Diego county.

CUXHAVEN, March 18.—[By Atlan- 
@e Cable.) The return of Admiral 
Prince Henry of Prussia to German 
soil was safely accomplished this aft- 
ernoon, amid all the pomp and circum- 
stance with which the Prince's impe- 
rial brother has seen fit to mark the 
Successful ending of Prince Henry's 
American mission. 

The same good fortune of freedom 
from untoward incidents which char- 
acterized the Prince's trans-Atlantic 
journey continued until the end, and 
the landing occurred during a period 
of brilliant sunshine after an overcast 
sky. 

The Hamburg-American line steamer 
Deutschland from Cherbourg having 
on board the Prince and his suite, wus 
first sighted at 5:30 o'clock this after- 
noon. The German battleship Kaiser 
Wilheim II steamed down the road- 
stead to meet the Deutschiand, and 
returned, cscorting the big liner. The 
Deutschland tied up to the new stone 
quay, and was the first ship to dock 
there

Picturesque Blaze on 
Water Front.

Pier and Loaded Ships 
Served as Fuel. 


Two Men Probably Perished 
and Loss of Life May Be 
Much Greater. 


THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.} 

NEW YORK, March 18.—A swift and 
picturesque fire tonight destroyed the 
pier of the Phoenix steamship line on 
the Hoboken (N. J.) river front, with 
many bales of cotton and hay; burned 
that company's vessel, the British 
Queen, to a hulk; consumed several 
lighters and their cargoes; damaged a 
dock belonging to the Barber steam- 
ship line, and for a time threatened the 
property of the Holland-American line, 
and the Hugh Campbell stores. The 
loss, according to estimates tonight, 
will approximate $1,000,000, 

Whether any lives were lost is difmfi- 
cult to say. While the conflagration 
was at its height, and after it had been 
reduced by the firemen and fireboats, 
rumors were rife that several men per- 
ished, It was tolerably certain at mid- 
night that Chief Engineer Scott of the 
British Queen was burned to death on 
her, and that a sailor named Jansen 
met the same fate. One of the men 
who escaped says that he saw several 
men leap into the water when the 
steamer became enveloped in fire, and 
he saw few, if any, of them rescued. 

The quartermaster of the burned ship 
said that the crew of the vessel were 
in the forecastie, and if they escaped 
it was with difficulty. Nevertheless, 
some of the British Queen's officers 
said tonight that they were quite sure 
that all were safe save Engineer Scott, 
who, they simply said, was missing. It 
is not unlikely that some of the long- 
shoremen and stevedores who swarmed 
about the vessel may still have to be 
accounted for. The estimated losses in 


detail are: 
Piers, $309,000; Britich Queen, $100,000; 
cotton and lighters, $250,000. Seven 


lighters are more or less damaged. 

The scene of the fire was Seventh 
and River @treets, Hoboken. Together 
there are the docks and tasins of the 
Phoenix line, the Holland-American 
line and the Barber line. The Phoenix 
line pler was a wooden structure 300 feet 
long, covered with a frame shed. In 
this were many. bales of hay and t- 
ton, which burned with the ut t 
rapidity. ~ 

How the fire started is not known. 
With but the barest warning. the 
}flames burst out, quickly licking up 
the plier and the cotton upon it, and 
driving the stevedores and sallors to 
the street, for the vessel was being 
unloaded, having arrived here Friday 
from Antwerp. The fire flared up from 
the steamer with as great suddenness 
as from the pier, and since the vessel 
was made fast to the pier and could 
not be backed out, lighters and other 
water craft which lay alongside of her, 
some of them holding such inflammable 
stuff ag oil cake, quickly caught fire, 
too. 

The stiff wind which had blown all 
day gave impetus to the fire. whose 
giare reddened the North River for a 
long distance. Cattle pens upon the 
upper decks of the Brit!sh Queen were 
the first part of her consumed, but 
presentiy her hull was aflame. 

From the Phoenix-line ler, the 
flames spread.to the pier the Bar- 
ber line, and then to the steamer 
Heathburn, newly arrived from Hong- 
kong. with a cargo of tea. 

Among the crew of the steamer 
Heathburn were thirty-two Chinese. 
When tthe flames begun to run over the 
vessel they all scampered to the pier 
for safety, and began to make their 
way to the streets of Hoboken. There 
was a large force of customs officers 
on hand guarding the property. As 
soon as these officials saw the fright- 
ened Chinese they became alarmed 
that the aliens would make an Illegal 
entry into the country, so with drawn 
pistols they ordered the Chinese to halt.

MMIGRATION BILL 
REPORTED TO HOUSE. 


GENERAL PURPORT IS TO UNITE 
SCATTERED LEGISLATION.

Head Tax Increased and Anarchists, 
Epileptics and Imsane People Ex- 
cluded—Chairman Shattuck of the 
Committee Summarizes the New 
Measure. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
WASHINGTON, March 18.-—The gen- 
eral immigration bill prepared by 
Chairman Sgattuck of the Committee 
on Immigration and Naturalization and 
accepted by that committee was by him 
reported to the House today, with the 
recommendation that it be passed. Mr. 
Shattuck gives the following summary 
of the bill and the report: 

“The general purpose of this bill is to 
bring together in one act scattered leg- 
islation on this subject, enacted from 
1875 to 1894, in regard to the immigra- 
tion of aliens into the United States. 

“The head tax on immigrants is in- 
creased from $1, as at present, to $1.50. 
This is to meet the expenses of the 
Immigration Bureau. The bill provides 
also for not only rejecting undesirable 
aliens at our ports, but by following 
up those who have unlawfully effected 
an entrance and who have become 
criminal or pauper burdens upon State 
and municipal institutions, and within 
five years after their arrival returning 


This period was formerly one year. 
The immigrants waited a year and then 
entered an institution remaining for- 
ever afterward a burden on the coun- 
try. Those coming in across the 
boundaries, who are manifested to this 
country, must also pay this head tax. 
“The bill excludes from admission to 
the United States anarchists or per- 
sons who believe in or advance the 
overthrow by foree or violen® of all 
governments, or forms of law, or the 
assassination of public officials. An- 
other new class of persons excluded 
is epileptics and persons who have 
been insane within five years previous 
to coming here, and persons who have 
had two or more attacks of insanity at 
any time previous. The section relat- 
ing to contract labor is made more 
astringent, and now includes persons 
who have been induced to come to the 
United States by offers, solicitations, 
promises or agreements, and the sec- 
tion includes the words ‘those who im- 
port or attempt to Import,’ which, it is 
claimed, will catch the contractor, 
even {if the laborers are not landed. 
“The bill also provides that inspec- 
tion shall be made, from time to time, 
of all reformatories, insane hostipais, 
charitable institutions, ete., and that 


all aliens who are there found who 
have been charges under the law are 
to be deported. his provision is made 
to help to clean out the institutions of

THE GENERAL'S PLAN. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—{Exclu- 
Sive Dispatch.) Lieut.-Gen. Miles re. 
turned to the city and to duty at army 
headquarters today. An attempt was 
made to induce him to make a state- 
ment in regard to the plan recently 

bmitted by him to the President for 

pacification of the Philippines, but. 
in- accordance with the policy adopted 
by him since his recent reprimand for 
publicly commenting on the report of 
Admiral Dewey in the Schley case, he 
declined to do 80, or to say anything 
for publication in regard to that or 
any other public matter. 

Although no information could be 
Obtained from hini on the subject, ad- 
@itional details were obtained in other 
quarters in regard to his proposed plan 
of action in the Philippines. It is his 
purpose to select about six representa- 
tive Cubans and six representative 
Porto Ricans and take them with him 
to the seat of trouble in the Philip- 
pines. The idea was that these men 
should be given an opportunity to min- 
gie freely with native Filipinos and 
tell them the beneficent results of 
American rule in Cuba and Porto Rico, 
with a view of convincing the Filipinos 
of the manifoid advantages of peace- 
ful submission to American sover- 
eignty. 

In furtherance of the same idea, Gen. 
Miles proposed that several prominent 
Filipinos be brought to the United 
States to meet American people and 
study American institutions, in order 
that they might be able to bear per- 
sonal testimony to the wisdom and 
beneficence of American rule. Gen. 
Miles contended that the Philippines 
could be effectually pacified tn this way 
without further lose of life to either 
side, and at insignificant cust compared 
with the enormous expense of the m''l- 
tary campaign now in process of exe- 
eution. 

The President and Secretary Root 
disapproved this plan, but not until 
they had given it thorough considera- 
tion and had conferred with Gov. Taft 
on the subject and had obtained the 
views of Maj.-Gen. Chaffee, command- 
ing the army in the Philippines, both 
of whom were opposed to any change 
in the existing policy, the early success 
of which was confidently expected. It 
is said at the War Department that no 
hard feelings resulted from this inci- 
Gent, and it caused no change in the 
official relations of the parties con- 
cerned. It is recognized that Gen. 
Miles acted in good faith and with the 
best intentions, and that the fact of the 
rejection of his plans implied no cen- 
sure of the commanding general of the 
army.

Rawlins then began to read the corre- 
spondence, which was very voluminous. 
It proved to be a collection of private 
letters, exchanged between unnamed 
persons in this country, and promi- 
nent Filipinos, in which were discussed 
the political relations of the United 
States and the Philippine Islands. Mr. 
Rawlins declined to yield to amy Sena- 
tor for any pu . He finally sent 
the letters to the clerk's desk, from 
which the reading was continued. 

As letter after letter was read, and 
the name of the writer was not dis- 
closed, Mr. Platt of Connecticut rose 
and inquired: “Is this entirely a ‘no 
name series?’ ” 

“I object to the interruption,” inter- 


jected Mr. Hoar. 

As Mr. Platt pressed for an answer 
to his inquiry, Mr. Rawlins said: “In a 
plot like this, it is always best to keep 
the audience in a state of expectation. 
The correspondence will disclose thé 
names of the writers of the letters.” 

A few minutes later, Mr. Wellington 
of Maryland said he understood that 
the objection to the printing of the 
correspondence had been withdrawn. 
Without further reading, therefore, the 
corrspondence was ordered printed in 
the Record as a document. 

Thirty-nine private pension bills 
were passed, and the calendar was 
cleared. The unfinished business, the 
bill for the protection of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, was then 
laid before the Senate. 

Mr. Bacon of Georgia offered an 
amendment to the first paragraph of 
the bill, providing the penalty of death

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS.

000. At the same time, I find, in con- 
nection with the presentation of the 
pending bill, some things to commend 
—@ rare thing in my experience. We 
have at the head of the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee an ideal chairman 
for the purposes in view—one who, I 
believe, is striving to secure public, 


ing for the welfare of this great na- 
tion and the promotion of its com- 
merece, not the elevation of A, B or 
C to seats upon this floor.” — 


Mr. Hepburn commended the com- 
mittee for taking the “back track.” 
upon wasteful expenditures in certain 


directions, pointing out the abandon- 
ment of further improvements of the 
Missouri River as a final fulfilment of 
predictions made eighteen years agro. 

He said that Congress should set a 
definite limit on the depth of water 
sourrht to be obtained in seasport 
harbors—thirty feet, for instance—and 
place a limit upon naval architecture 
Otherwise, he declared, there would 
be no end to the depth of water which 
would be demanded. 


Speaking of the Hennepin Canal, Mr. 
Hepburn admitted that he had voted 
for it. 

“But, considering the mental pen!- 


tence I have undergone, any my in- 
fancy and ignorance when I cast the 
vote, it will not go as hard with me as 
with a hard-headed old sinner like my 
friend from Ullinois (Mr. Reeves.) !f he 
should attempt to indulge [mn another 
such freak of legislation,” [Laughter.] 

‘The canal was projected to get the 
produce from the farmers of lowa to 
the Great Lakes.” suggested Mr. 
Reeves. 

“Quite true.” retorted Mr. Hepburn, 
“but the farmers of that community

Hepburn said 
there were gentlemen on the committee 
who did not hesitate to “log roll” to 
secure appropriations for their own 
schemes.

Mr. Ball of Texas, a member of the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee, con- 
tended that his committee was more 
economical in proportion to the inter- 
ests served than any committee of the 
House.

INFORMS SENATORS. 


PUNCTURES MANY WINDY YARNS 
ABOUT FILIPINOS. 


Instead of Being Cruel Our Treatment 
of the Natives Was So Humane as 
to Be the Subject of Jest Amon 
European Officers. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—-A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March  18.—Maj.- 
Gen. E. 8. Otis again appeared before 
the Senate Committee on the Philip- 


pines today. 
When he left the Philippines, in 
May, 1990, Gen. Otis said that the 


army had disposed of all of Aguinal- 
do's army, and quiet prevailed during 
the months of May and June, hardly a 
shot was fired. It was safe to go to 
all parts of Luzon and other islands. 
and a very large trade had been es- 
tablished. A civil government had 
been set up, also the supreme court, 
and courts of first instance in seven 
of the nineteen provinces of j-uzon. 
Gen. Otis, answering a question by 
Senator Culberson, said he never 
trusted native officers because they 
were too cruel to their men. He said 
he could trust their loyalty, but they 
treated their captives with too much 
cruelty. “They were as bad as the 
insurgents,” said he. 
“When I left the Philippines,” he 
said, “the war, as war, had ceased.” 
Anewering a question by Senator 
Hale, Gen. Otis said he saw no diffi- 
culty in withdrawing a material num- 
ber of troops from the islands. The 
native forces he declared to be very 
necessary, and he said there was no 
peace in Manila until the native 
police was organized. Gen. Otis said 
that when he left Manila he appre- 
hended further trouble because there 
was a certain element which dominated 
the ignorant classes. The great ma- 


jority, however, wanted peace. No 
armed bands of any importance, he 
said, were opposed to thé United 


States at the time. 

Asked by Senator Hale where the 
supplies, money, arms, etc., of the in- 
surgents came from, Gen. Otis said 
they received 2500 rifles from Admiral 
Dewey, and they also received from 
Hongkong certain arms, shipped 
aboard an American vessel, which 
landed at Batangas. They had re- 
ceived some arms from Japan, and had 
captured some from the Spaniards at 
small garrisone which they attacked. 
He said that the merchants gave him 
more trouble than the insurgents 
themselves. 

The troops of the United States, he 
said, had treated the Filipinos with the 
greatest kindness. Every statement of 
harsh treatment he heard of had. been 
investigated. “In fact,” said he, “we 
were laughed at by the Spaniards and 
the European officers for the humanity 
we exercised.”’ ? 

As to the capacity of the Filipinos 
for self-government, he said that Agu!- 
naldo’s former Secretary of State had 
told him that it would take 100 years 
to accomplish this. Gen. Otis said that 
the Filipinos were not capable of self- 
government. 

The Filipinos, he said, understand 
that they must have protection  be- 
cause, without it. other nations would 
divide up the islands, but they were 
desirous of. making the best possible 
terms they could with the United 
States. Their idea was to have con- 
trol of the internal affairs of the isl- 
ands, but protection outside. 

Gen. Otis testified in response to 
questions by Senator Rawlins that he 
knew very little of the correspondence 
between Gen. Merritt and Aguinaldo, 
but he recalled Aguinaldo’s reply to a 
communication referring to an agree- 
ment that the Insurgent forces should 
withdraw to a certain point designated. 
He had himeelf directed Aguinaldo to 
withdraw to the suburbs of Manila out- 
side the American defenses, accord- 
ing to the terms of the protocol with 
Spain. This was not only a military 
necessity, but, in accordance with right 
and duty. “No nation in the world,” 
said he, “except the United States, 
would have allowed those people to 
have hemmed in the way they did.” 
The order for their withdrawal was 
made solely in the interests of peace. 

The dual occupancy of Manila, he 
said. he considered a dangerous one. 
He based his whole action, he said, on 
the protocol, as he understood It. 

At 12 o'clock the committee ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 


UPHELD BY GEN. CHAFFEE. 
ARM OF CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—Rumors 
of cases of conflict of authority be- 


tween the civil and the military au- 
thorities in the Philippines find sub- 
stantial confirmation in an order re- 


cently issued by Gen. Chaffee, the dl- 
vision commander at Manila,” to the 
commanding officer of the fifth sepa- 


rate brigade, operating in Hloilo. The 
order follows: 
“There appears to be some misun- 


derstanding as to the extent and un- 
der what circumstances the military 
may act of its own motion in prov- 
inces where civil government has been 
put into operation by the Philippine 
Commission. The, division commander 
destres to avoid friction with the civil 
authorities, and you are informed that 
the civil government entertains a 
strong suspicion that the army in 
many instances wilfully and fér ulte- 
rior motives unnecessarily intérferes 
with the civil officials in their pre- 
scribed duties, making arrests when 
they should not do so, usually on sus- 
picion rather than for just cause; if 
not for cause, then unwarranted ar- 
rest, because of the fact that the clyi] 
authority, not military, should act. 


civil governor has been informed by 
the constabulary and others that the 
presence of the army is no longer nec- 
essary or advisable at a very large 
majority of the stations now occupied 
by it, In what are known as pacified 
provinces. The division commander 
desires that a strict interpretation be 
put upon paragraphs one and two, gen- 
eral orders No. 179, series 1901, these 
headquarters, and act No. 173 of the

The military will be 
upheld tn attacking all armed bodies 
which officers believe are intended to 
disturb the orderly and pedveful au- 
thority of the United States in these 
islands. 

“It will be well, however, to deter- 
mine in advance whether it is United 
States authority aimed at, or whether 
a mere local disorderly band is out for 
robbing, the suppression of which the 
authorities may prefer to deal

with single-handed, unaided by the 
army of the United States. You are 


advised also that many complaints are 
received by the civil Governior to the 
effect that soldiers are disorderly in 
the communities where stationed: that 
they are hareh and treat inhab- 
itants. No excuse can be accepted for 
complaints of this sort, if true, from 
any station of our troops in the pact- 
fied provinces. The duty of every of- 
ficer is to matntain good discipline of 
his troops, and to redress at once every 
disorderly act committed by soldiers 
on the inhabitants.

“The division commander directs that 
a copy of this letter be furnished at 
once to the commanding officer of ev- 
ery station, and enjoins action tn strict 
accordance with its spirit.”

REMOVING ALL WAR TAXES. 
DELAY ON REPEAL BILL. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The Sen- 
ate Commitee on Finance today con- 
cluded the consideration of the bill re- 
pealing the war-revenue act, and rec- 
ommended a favorable report on it. The 
bill is greatly changed in phraseology, 
and it is announced that it will prob- 
ably not be in shape to be reported be- 
fore tomorrow. 

The bill will remove all the taxes of 
the war-revenue act, and the only 
changes made are those of language, 
making sure of this result. Among 
other changes made in the language 
of the bill ils one fixing the rate on 
tobacco at 6 cents per pound. 

The delay in reporting the bill is oc- 
casioned by threats on the part of 
Senators to offer amendments and the 
desire to avold that possibility. Sena- 
tor Foraker has said that he would 
present a provision for Cuban reciproc- 
ity. This, it is known, would arouse 
long debate, and the Republican mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee are ex- 
erting themselves to prevent the of- 
fering of the amendment. 

Democratic Senators generally ex- 
preas themselves as wil to allow 
an unconditional repeal to pass 
without amendments.

AND NAKED CLOTHED. 


GOSPEL WAGON BACK FROM ITS 
MISSION OF MERCY. 

White Settlers Discourage Relief 

Work Among the Needy Natives of 

San Diego County—Hard Trip May 

Be Repeated. . 


William Sharpless, the cobbler mis- 
sionary of Whittier, and his partner in 
Herbert 8. Johnson, drove 
their dusty gospel wagon back into 
Los Angeles again yesterday after an 
arduous tour of the Mission Indian set- 
tlements of San Diego county. They 
left on their second errand of mercy 
some time ago with a big load of cloth- 
ing and provisions donated by the peo- 
ple of Seuthern California for the 
homeless natives, who are said to be 
in a Starving condition. They report 
that the miserable state of the Indians 
has in no way been exaggerated. Their 
route covered the Campo, Manzanita 
and El Capitan Grande reservations, 
and the seattered tribes in the moun- 
tains east of Julian. Much of the way 
over the tortuous mountain roads was 
covered in the rain, and the wagon had 
to return several times to a station on 
the railroad near San Diego to load 
with supplies that been shipned 
down. Many of the male Indians were 
away from the places they call home 
in search of work. The missionaries 
say they were often d scouraged in 
their retief work by the white settlers, 
some declaring that the Indians were 
in no need of outside help, and others 
disclaiming any knowlédge of the 
roads in their immediate vicinity or the 
locations of the settlements, so that at 
times the relief workers were lost, and 
had to find thelr own way in and out of 
the valleys. 

Of their trip Johnson says: “We 
found some of the poorest, dirt- 
jest and most pitiful indians ever 
heard of. The Campos, Pos- 
tas and Manzanites are on the 
desert side of the mountaina, 
where the land is sandy and barren, 
and little rain falls, away off where 
white people do not care to go. Many 
of the old people and little children 
have nothing on but a “G" string and 
a rag of a shirt. These poorest have 
almost no means of support. They Were 
very glad to get the clothing and gro- 
ceries we distributed to them: they es- 
pecially appreciated the warm bedding. 
To each woman we gave a needle, a 
spool of thread and some pins: these 
afforded them the greatest delight. Be- 
fore we could drive on one old woman 
sat down in the sunshine before her 
hut, threaded her needle and began to 
vork patching up. They need things to 
work with 

“But for one young Indian from La 
Posta, who volunteered to act as air 
guide, we would have had a very hard 
time, indeed. He was especially  in- 
telligent, and we rewarded him for 
his services by picking him out a 
pretty good suit of clothes. We gave 
it to him one night while en route, and 
in the morning he appeared in full 
dress, necktie and all, feeling very 
proud and looking as if he were out 
for a holiday.” 

These gospel wagon men hope to re- 
turn again and continue the relief work 
among the Indians. where they con- 
sider there is a great opportunity of 
evangelization through practical 
means.

TOCKHOLDERS’ QUARREL 
CAUSES MINE SHUT-DOWN. 


Strikes Don’t Go in Cananea Camp— 
Walking Delegates Jailed for Incit- 
ing Disturbances—Many Properties 
Change Hands in Territory. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

TUCSON (Ariz.) March 17.—The Co- 
pete mine and smelter, near Carbo, So- 
nora, Mex., has been closed down, 
throwing 250 men out of employment. 
The property, is owned by the Melczer 
Mining Company, its president being 
William Meiczer, a well-known capital- 
ist, now reported seriously il! at his 
home in Redlands, Cal. There seems 


richness of the mine. which is an “an- 
tigua,"’ worked for gold by the Span- 
jards hundreds of years ago. The first 
run of the smelter was On the dumps 
ofthe old Spanish and Mexican smelt- 
ers, the slag being found extremely 
rich in copper. A quarrel among the 
stockholders is the reason given for the 
shut-down. Most of the stock is un- 
derstood to be held by Mr. Melczer. J. 
J. Hardwick, the original owner, and 
Walter Logan, a New York investment 
broker, whe is credited with having 
rustied together most of the money 
needed for the installation of the new 
works. Incidentally, Logan had -much 
the same part In connectign with the 
Greene mines in the Cananea Moun- 
tains of Sonora. and latterly is reputed 
to be at sword’s points with W. C. 
Greene, his associate. Hardwick has 
resigned his position as genegal man- 
ager of the Copete company and will 
devote himself to the development of a 
mine owned by him in the same.neigh- 
borhood. Copete stock has latterly 
been actively sought on the New York 
boards and has sold for nearly twice 
par value. 
STRIKES IN CANANEA CAMP. 


W. C. Greene and a couple of car- 


loads of stockholders are due at the 
Cananea mines from New York. The 


Cananea camp has been distinguished 
lately by a couple of strfkes, both of 
which ended badly for the strikers. 
The latest was of all the machinists on 
the new works, most of the men being 
Americans, with temporary employ- 
ment. The trouble was over the dis- 
charge of one of their number, whom 
the machinists demanded be reinstated. 
A couple of the machinists visited the 
smelter, and tried to enlist the support 
of the boilermakers working on the 
new water-jacket furnaces. Not only 
were the walking delegates unsuccess- 
ful. but they were promptiy arrested 
by the Mexican official# and jailed on 
a charge of inciting disturbance. They 
were released the next morning. that 
they might take the first train for the 
border. Nearly all the strikers are 
back at work, but there is a probability 
of further trouble. 
PUERTOCITOS NARROW GAUGE. 


The Cananea company is rushing 
work on the new Puertocitos narrow- 
gauge railway, by means of which the 
smelters will mainly be supplied with 
ore and which will, as well, bring down 
mining timbers from the upper part of 
the range. The grade for twelve miles 
is practically complete. The broad 
gauge from Naco to the smelter is fin- 
ished, exce for a part of its sur- 
facing and is delivering about fifty 
carloads of freight a day at the ter- 
minal. The finest of rolling stock has 
been purchased for the road, including 
handsome passenger cars of design be- 
lieved to be especially suited to the 
local conditions. Cananea, the com- 
pany'’s new town on the mesa below 
the smelter, is growing rapidly, but is 
still inadequate to accommodate the 
throngs of workmen and new arrivals. 
No hotel accommodations are available, 
though a spacious hotel is being erected 
by the company. 

The old dumps of the Mulatos mine, 
in Southern Sonora, are to be worked 
over in a modern cyanide mill of 1000 
tons daily capacity, now being erected. 
Millions of tons of tailings are avail- 
able, for the mine has been worked 
since the earliest Spanish occupation, 
holding rank for a couple of centuries 
as one of the richest wealth producers 
of Spanish America. It lies 200 miles 
from a railway, and is to be reached 
only by mule paths. 

F. S. Bagley, secretary for a Denver 
corporation, while in Hermosillo lately, 
made final payment of $10,000, gold, 
upon the purchase of the Mimbres cop- 
per mine, located near Las Barrancas, 
Sonora. 

Final payment of $25,000, gold, has 
also been made upon the Santa Rosa 
mine, in the same vicinity.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) March 17.—A new 
corporation is being formed in New 
York by John 8. Jones for the working 
of the Little Jessie mine, in Chaparrel 
Gulch, near Big Bug. The mine is 
recognized as one of the richest in the 
district, but has been extravagantly 
worked in the past. It is well de- 
veloped, and is equipped with a good 
stamp mill and with a railroad for the 
carriage of ore. 

In Bonanza Wash, Yavapai county, 
Jeff Bland has installed a novel reduc- 
tion plant, which happily blends fea- 
tures ancient and modem. His ore, 
carrying gold, is soft and is readily 
pulverized. So, instead of running into 
debt for a stamp mill, he crushes the 
ore in a Mexican arastra, running the 
tailings to cyanide tanks, where the 
values are almost entirely saved. 

A body of red oxide of copper has 
been struck in a tunnel of the Verde 
Apex Company, near Jerome, that car- 
ries nearly 25 per cent. copper and 3.6 
ounces of silver to the ton. 

In Big Bug district, at a depth of 
over 200 feet, the Merchants ining 
Company is sinking on a five-foot body 
of ore that runs from $7 to $12 to the 
ton in gold, silver and lead, and which 
is readily susceptible of concentration.

LOCAL BAILROAD BECSRD. 
IX RAILS ON STREET 
FOR INTERURBAN LINES. 


SYNDICATE UNAFRAID OF ANY 
LEGAL HINDRANCES. 


Case of the “Pasadena Short Line” 
Unique and Without a Precedent— 
Manager Randolph Says Work is Be- 
ing Rushed Along. 


The doubt concerning the legality of 
the third-rall clauses in franchises 
granted to the Pacific Electric Com- 
pany for its interurban system is ap- 
parently not worrying the Huntington- 
Hellman syndicate in the least. 

The franchises grant permission to 
lay third rails where the grantee is 
compelled to run cars over a’ route 
“oceupled by another line of different 
gauge.’ The text is explicit on this 
point, and the only way the privilege 
could be disturbed would be for the 
cvurts to rule that the Council lacked 
power to grant such a concession. 

The case of the new Pasadena “Short 
Line,”” however, |< unique. From the 
County Hospital to the corner of Main 
and Macy sireets.ihe same company 
owns the two lines, and the franchise 
dees not contemplate the laying of six 
rails on a siveet by the same corpora- 
tion. It permits it only in case 


to a competing line. 

City Attorney W. B. Mathews says 
the point Is an entirely new one, and 
while there is no precedent to fullow, 
the company could doubtless be com- 
pelled to make the two Pasadena lines 
of uniform gauge inside the city limits. 
General Manager Epes Randolph, of 
the entire projected interurban system, 
said yesterday: 

“It has not been decided as yet how 
to bring the ‘Shert Line’ into the eity. 
We may lay thiri rails, or we may 
transfer passe ycrs at the junction of 
Mission road and Daly street. It ts 
probable that ultimately the existin 
Pasadena line will be made  broa 
gauge, although that is in the remote 
future, and ts not contemplated at pres- 
ent. The third walls are absolutely 
legal; in fact, no franchise is valid or 
of any value without such permission. 
If such right were not granted, one 
company could at any time shut out 
another from using its tracks, simply 
by changing the gauge for a distance. 

“Cars will be running on the new 
Pasadena line inside of forty-five days. 
We began laying rails today, and the 
rolling siock is ordered. The broad- 
gauge lines will be the finest and most 
modern extant. The cars will be no 
wider than those now on the city lines, 
but the broader trucks will permit the 
carrying of.much more powerful mo- 
tors and wiil do away with the rocking 
that usually accompanies high speed, 

“Large forces of men are at work 
in several districts, and grading is 
a along. Following the new Pasa- 
de route, the next line to be opened 
will be that to Whittier. The ter- 
minus of all branches will be ~at the 
depot at Sixth and Main streets. The 
third rails will not be numerous enough 
nor will they enter such districts as 
to be obnoxious. @lain street will be 
the principal interurban thoroughfare.”

GRAND JURY THREATENS TO IN- 
VESTIGATE THE SCANDAL. 
Councilmen Much Perturbed Over the 
Disposition Made of Money Which it 
Was Stated Went to Influence Legis- 
lative Action on the Contract. 


And the end is not yet. If the plans 
of certain Councilmen are carried out, 
there will be another hearing regard- 
_ ing the contract for city primting. The 

Councilmen are nettied at the inain- 
uation that $500 was used by Wilson 
of the Daily Journal to influence the 
action of the Counc!!! in awarding last 
year's printing contract>to that paper. 
They propose to find out, if possible, 
just who got the money and how it was 
used. 

“Apparently the Council {s on the 
right trail to secure the information. 
It was paid to an attorney, it is stated. 
At’ least three members of the Council 
asserted yesterday that they know the 
mame of the attorney who got the 
money. They say that he pocketed the 
fee after telling Wilson that it had 

been used where it would do the most 


Several times rumors of bribery and 
corruption in the Council have been 
traced just so far. The Council! is tired 
of the practice, which they say has 
developed among a ciass of shyster 
lawyers, and it is stated that an at- 
tempt will be made to probe this mat- 
ter to the bottom. According to the 
Councilmen, it has become customary 
for these so-called lawyers to go to 
men interested in getting contracts 
and other concessions from the Council 
and represent that they know . just 
what is needed to put the deal through. 
They ask that they be given a certain 
sum of money, according to their ideas 
of what the subject can stand, and, 
after iobbying for a few days at the 
City Hall, report that the money has 
been expended to the best advantage. 
In reality, the Councilmen assert, these 
lawyers put the corruption money in 
their pocket, and if the Council does 
as desired take to lves the 
“credit” of securing the result by brib- 


ery. 

Counciimen gay that this is just 
what occurred this time, and they pro- 
pose to sift the evidence as much as 
possible, in the hope of stopping tae 
tales of wholesale corruptian in the 
Council, which, they aliege, originate 
with these shameless an. inisnamed at- 
torneys. For this purpose, it was 
stated yesterday, the final disposition 
> of the printing contract was postponed 
for one week. It is the hope of the 
City Fathers that before next Monday 
fzome sensational evidence in regard to 
the disposition made of the $500 will 
be unearthed. 

Looming darkly on the horizon yes- 
terday apeared the county grand jury. 
The facts in relation to the printing 
contract have been called to the atten- 
tion of that inquisitorial body, and it 
would not be surprising if persons who 
participated in the exciting debate in 
the Council chamber on Monday are 
summoned before the jury to testify 
under oath to the use of money. Sev- 
eral persons whose names were used 
in their absence on that occasion may 
also have a chance to tell what really 
happened. 

It is the opinion of good attorneys 
that the mere collusion of the papers 
concerning the printing contract would 
‘form no ground for the issuance of an 
indictment. If it can be shown, how- 
ever, that money was used to influence 
the acts of public officials the case 
would be different. At any rate, it is 
said that the evidence introduced be- 
fore the Council would justify the 
grand jury in making a full and com- 
plete investigation and a report on 
the whole affair, regardiess of the 
question whether the facts would jus- 
tify a criminal prosecution. 

If four of the Councilmen stand by 
‘the position which they have taken, 
‘the contract can never be awarded 
without readvertising for bids. In the 
executive caucus which was held in 
the committee-room at 65:30 o'clock 
Monday evening, Powers, Bowen, 
Pierce and Walker voted to readver- 
tise for bids. Pierce and Walker were 
all along in favor of readvertisement, 
jand Pierce ventured the prediction 
when the resolution of award was 
‘made to the Express, that the paper 
would never get the city printing un- 
der its high bid of 40 cents. Pierce 
said he was in possession of outside in- 
formation and he doubtless referred 
to what subsequently transpired in the 
Counril. Bowen and Powers were 
completely convinced by the evidence 
introduced on Monday that there was 
collusion between the bidders, antl 
they voted in caucus to readvertise. 

' Despite the conclusive evidence of 
Yraud and collusion—the affidavits of 
Manager Wilson of the Journal and the 
acknowledged letter of Manager Clover 
ef the Express—Blanchard, Lauder, 
McLain and Todd were in favor of per- 
sisting in the programme and award- 
ing the contract to the Express.
